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NORTHERN MAILS, 

The necessity of northern mail con- 
nection is brought out forcibly by the 
recent publication in the Burietin of 
letters from prospectors in the north, 
written four to six and even eight 
months previously. This too at a 
time when the information contained 
wags of the greatest interest, not only 
to. the friends te whom thoy were 
addressed, but more so, if possible, to 
the public at large, having an import- 
ant bearing on the industrial develop- 
ment of the great north. Had these 
letters been received during the winter 
the information contained in then 
would have formed a substantial basis 
upon whieh prospectors could have 
calculated, and the result would doubt- 
less have been that a very much larger 
number of people would have taken 
the Mackenzie route this season. As 
it is, the letters only got out when the 
season is already so far advanced as to 
detract very greatly from the use- 
fulness of the information this year. 
The case in regard to the hundreds of 
prospectors who have gone north this 
season is the same. The information 
which they acquire will come out too 
late to be of amy service either in 
causing others to go north if prospects 
are favorable or hindering them from 
going if they are unfavorable. The 
rush of prospectors has caused a com- 
plete change in the conditions in the 
great north, and unless the post 
office department is prepared to meet 
that change a very grave responsibil- 
ity will rest upon it and upon the 
government. Hitherto, the H. B. Co. 
officials and the missionaries were the 
only white people north of Peace 
river in one direction and of Great 
Slave lake in the other. They,as well 
as the traders nearer Edmonton, lived 
under established conditions in accord- 
ance with which all calculations were 
made. If there was only one mail a 
year, very well; arrangements were 
made accordingly. The Hudson's 


Bay Company carried their own mail, 


and as a matter of accommodation to 
the missionaries carried their's when 
practicable. Traders had to depend 
on chance, or on their one yearly trip 
te Edmonton for supplies.. There are 
now ten to twenty white men in that 
region fur one who was there a year 
ago. The people have gone in pres- 
pecting —on speculation—without any 
permanent arrangements. Dozens of 
others, on the outside, are interested 
financially and otherwise in their 
success or failure. It is one of the 
first necessities for their success—or 
possibly for their protection from 
disaster—as well as for the satisfac- 
tion and encouragement of their 
friends and the public generally, that 
mail communication should be estab- 
lished for their benefit. 

The post office department has been 
urged repeatedly to take up this 
matter and has as repeatedly refused 
on the ground that the postal revenue 
at the three cent rate would not meet 
the expenses. Admitting that it 
would rot. Postal service is not 
given as a business speculation in 
itself, but to aid the whole business 
of the country. And the question to 
be asked in regard to any extension 
of the service and consequent increase 
of expense is not: Will enough extra 
stamps be sold to pay the cost of mail 
service but: Will the granting of 
this service facilitate and therefore 
increase the general business of the 
country to a degree propertioned to 
the difference between the cost of the 
service and the revenue from it? The 
maintenance and probable increase of 
the very desirable expansion of trade 
which has taken place in the north 
this year depends more laigely upon 
an adequate mail service than on any 
other eonsideration. The strictly 
Yukon trade d 

© done at Edmonton last 
spring amounted to from a quarter to 
half a million dollars, besides the 


very large amount of outfitting for 
this route done at other points. 


Surely the aid to the maintenance and 
extension of such a trade that a mail 
service would be is worth the trifling 
eost of such a service. 

But if the department still holds 
that the service must pay its way, 
far better that it should charge up to 


$1.00 letter than that the service 
should not be given. Just how the 
prospectors feel on this point is shown 
by the fact that those on Peace River 
have subscribed $1 00 a month for a 
monthly mail between Edmonton and 
Fort St. John, whether they get letters 
or not. It isa disgrace to the post 
office department of Canada that such 
a course should be necessary on the 


part of men who are sacrificing time, 
money, and hard labor, and taking all 
sorts of chances, in the attempt to 
develop Canadian resources. 


It has been argued by ths depart- 
ment that the number fof persons in 
the north to be served is small. This 
may be so comparatively. But in this 
case it is not the small number of 
people in the north, more than the 
large number of other people who are 


interested in them and in their efforts, 
that are to be served. An actual 
count of letters coming to Edmonton 


post office for northern points for the 


week ending July 11th showed 200 
letters for Mackenzie river points, 97 
for the Landing and 117 for Peace 
River. Also 145 pounds of papers 
for the three points. The number of 
letters and papers was double as large 
two months ago. Of course when 
friends find they can get no answer 
they cease writing. It isadisgraceful 
state, of affairs that such a large 
amount of mail should have to await 
chances of being forwarded and take 
chances of going astray, over estab- 
lished trade routes, where.the need 
of a mail service has existed for years, 
but where the need has so very great- 
ly increased within the past few 


months.

DANGER. 


The news that for the second time 
this season Galician immigrants have 
reached Winnipeg with small pox, 
after having under gone quarantine 
inspection at Halifax is, to say the 
least startling. If the quarantine 
authorities at Halifax have failed to 
prevent the disease from being carried 
inland, it is just possible that the 
quarantine authorities at Winnipeg 
may also fail to prevent it from being 
carried to the settlements of these 
people in the Northwest. The settle- 
ment at Limestone lake, east of 
Fort Saskatchewan, numbers about 
3,000. No other settlers live in the 
settlement. The Galicians hold very 
little communication with people of 
other nationalities. It is therefore 
easily possible that small pox may 
reach the settlement, and having 
reached it develop to serious propor- 
tions before being discovered, unless 
there is an adequate medical inspec- 
tion of the settlement from time to 
time. The safety of the people of this 
district demands that such an inspec- 
tion be made from time to time until 
all danger from infection through the 
new arrivals has passed. 


Hoy. Epcar Drwpney writes a 
long letter to the Victoria Colonist in 
which he sets forth the difficulties of 
getting from Glenora to Feslin lake 
without a trail. He says: “The 
money which is being spent in keep- 
ing the police while on the Stikine 
river and the cost of the transporta- 
tion of the military through the un- 
inhabited country to Teslin lake 
would have built the wagon road 
from Glenora to Teslin lake. Which 
would the miners and the public have 
preferred?” He says the government 
has contracted with the Hudson’s Bay 
Company to pack 200 tons of military 
supplies from Glenora to Teslin lake 
at a cost of 35c to 40c a pound. At 
40c a pound this will be $160,000; 
considerably more than the estimated 
| cost of building a wagon road for the 
150 miles,

FORT LIARD. 

Geo, Purches writes to J. R. Turn- 
bull under date of Nov. 26th, ’97. 
Mr. Purches left Edmonton in August 
last with the Howey-Stephen party. 
At date of writing he was in winter 
quarters five miles from Fort Liard 
in company with George Faideau, at 
one time of St. Albert. He had left 
the main party at Fort Simpson. 
Purehes and Falideau sawed out 
lumber for a boat at Fort Sinrpson, 
and then traded the lumber with the 
H. B. Co. for a boat already built. 
The boat was square ended and prov- 
ed very heavy totrack. One man 
tracked and the other steered. They 
had hard work tracking up the rapids 
above the mouth of the Liard, but 
finally succeeded in reaching Fort 
Liard, 21 days out from Simpson. 
The boat usually carried eight hun- 
dred pounds with a crew of four men. 
They had 1,700 pounds and two men. 
Slush ice had been running for ten 
days before they stopped, principally 
from the Nahanni river. At last, on 
Oct 20th, they were compelled to stop 
five miles from Fort Liard. The 
Liard is wider than the Srskatchewan. 
They found that Wright and Pelly 
could not get further than 28 miles 
from Toad river, on the Liard, as the 
Indians quit them. Howey and 
Stephen got to the Liard first. Gra- 
ham and Shaw are behind, Dan Carey 
is with Pelly, and also two of Mr. 
Camsel’s sons. Purches and Falideau 
built a shack 12x8 with mud chimney, 
a door but no window. They put out 
about 50 traps, but had very little 
success. Purches gives a list of re- 
quisites. Hesays: Tallow, say 50 
lbs. to the man. I never eat grease. 
Butter, even at home,I never uesd, but 
find it absolutely necessary here. 
Flour and satiety be at least 
2} 1b. per day per man. Tea and 
tobacco are the currency of the coun- 
try and one can never have too much 
of either. Compressed vegetables in 
square tins, yeast cakes, baking powder, 
rice, oatmeal, salt, pepper, candles, 
three or four picks and extra handles, 
spare axes, shovels, quarter inch and 
1 inch rope, tracking line, oakum, 
whip saw, nails, iron pails, are all re- 
quisite, good blankets, leggings, and 
mitts, (half breed style) moccasins, 
(large) German socks and under- 
clothing. 

The weather here is not perceptibly 
colder than at Edmonton, though I 
think the growth is later. The 
potatoes are large at the Roman 
Catholic mission, but small elsewhere. 
Moose are plentiful around here. 
They are snared,and crust hunted when 
the snow is deep. A spur of the 
Rockies reaches right down to the 
river here, rising almost from nothing 
with a gradual ascent to the main 
chain. This is where moose are 
plentiful. |At this point in Mr. 
Purches’ letter appears an excellent 
pencil sketch of a moose, which he 
says is a picture of the one they 


didn’t get. | 
On Dec, 9th, Mr. Purches continues 
his letter. He says: Our trapping 


is very slow, in spite of the number of 
traps, snares and deadfalls we have 
out. So far for the month, 2 lynx, 1 
marten, 1 silver fox and 1 mink. The 
rations at the fort are moose meat and 
potatoes. Weare buying two bags 
of potatoes from the mission at 4 
skins a buskel, equal to $2.00. The 
Indians * here are the “Slavys” 
and a very dirty lot they are. 

I will probably go up the Upper 
Liard river between the Frances and 
the Dease, into the country from 
whence the Hootalinqua and Big 
Salmon rivers flow, said to be rieh in 
gold. I overlooked to mention the 
good indications of mineral wealth 
shown between Lake Athabasca and 
Great Slave lake. This country I be- 
‘eve will one day be showa to be richer 
than Lake Superior and the Lake of 
the Woods. Some day I hope to 
prospect the region between Fond du 
ac on Lake Athabasca and Fond du 
lac on Great Slave lake. Numerous 
pieces of galena have already been 
found in that region. Why not gold 
or other valuable metals. The gov- 
ernment should make a mineralogical 
survey of that country. It is easily 
acecssible, 

We have had a very mild winter so 
far, November was cold, —30 centi- 
grade, but the months of December 
and January were warm, with a 
chinook wind. From December 25th 
until January 8th there was a strong 
thaw and all the springs were running. 
We have whip sawn lumber for our 
new boat, and the H.B. Co have given 
is an order for a 12 piece boat 
(1,200 Ibs, cargo) at 40 skins, and an 
order for 40 birch boards at a skin a 
piece, [a skin is about 50c]. There 
have been about 100 moose killed 
along the river this winter. There 
are very few moose on the mountains 
and the mountain Indians are destiute, 
there being little fur. Lynx and 
marten are exceptionally scarce. 

I have just heard from up the 
river, Wright & Pelly, Jenners, 
Graham, and the Stephen party,except 
Stephen & Howey, are pulling their 
stuff up the Liard by hand. They had 
not enough dogs and have had to dis- 
card some of their supplies. They 
are making slow progress. Graham 
attempted to send adrift a boy named 
Billy who was with him, but the rest 
of the party took half Graham's stuff 
and gave it tothe boy. We intend 
leaving here about the second week 
in May. I hope to retura in ’99. 


GEOLOGICAL PROSPECTS. 


A short time ago F. Fraser Tims, 
secretary. of the Edmonton board of 
trade, addressed a letter of enquiry to 
Prof. G. M. Dawson, director of the 
geological survey, Ottawa, as to the 
prospect of finding paying minerals in 
the north and northwest of Edmon- 
ton. Prof. Dawson replied under 
date of Juiy 8th: 

Regarding Athabasca lake, Prof. 
Dawson speaks of an area of Huron- 
ion rocks, 20 miles in width, on the 
north shore, about midway up the 
lake and just east of Black bay. He 
says : “These Huronion rocks resemble 
those which carry gold bearing quartz 
veins on the Lake of the Woods and 
elsewhere, and seem to constitute the 
best field for exploration [on Lake 
Athabasca] in seareh of deposits of 
this kind.” 

Of Great Slave lake, Great Bear 
lake and the Barren lands too little is 
known to warrant an opinion. He 
speaks of the possibility of copper on 
Great Slave lake and also on the 
Arctic cowt at the mouth of Copper 
mine river, but nothing is known of 
gold in that region. 

Of the country between the Peace 
and Pelly rivers he says: From 
Peace river across to the Liard and up 
the latter at far as Devil’s portage 
the rocks belong chiefly to the 
cretaceous system. They contain coal 
and lignite, probably often in work- 
able seams, if any:-demand should arise 
for these fuels locally. The larger 
streams may probably yield some flour 
gold; and on reaching the Liard more 
or less richly auriferous bars, some of 
which have been worked over many 
yearsago, occur. The paying bars 
were reported not to extend below 
Fort Halkett on the Liard. 


The gold on the Liard probably 
comes for the most paré frem the 
country to the west of the Rocky 
mountain range. 

From Devil’s portage to Mountain 
Portage, in ascending the Liard, the 
rocks are chiefly limestones, constitut- 
ing the Rocky Mountain range 
proper. Experience indicates that 
these rocks are not likely to be 
metalliferous to any important 
extent, but to the west of the point 
last mentioned, and anywhere on the 
upper waters of the Liard and Pelly 
the conditions become much more 
favorable. Rocks of many different 
kinds occur and vein quartz is abun- 
dant in most of the streams. The 
region is in fact part of the western 
metalliferous belt of the continent. 
Heavy or coarse gold may be sought 
for on bed rock in the smaller streams 
and gulches, and veins carrying the 
precious metals are known to occur. 
This region, to the west of the first 
mountain range, is therefore that to 
which the attention of the prospector 
may reasonably be turned, with the 
hope of immediate results of value. 

It must always be remembered that 
many ores and other mineral sub- 
stances possessing value when on a line 
of railway, or otherwise readily acces- 
sible, are absolutely worthless when 
in a remote wilderness, and that time 
spent in regions where only such _sub- 
stances are to be found may be 
entirely wasted for all immediately 
practical purposes.

SLAVE LAKE TRAIL. 


Insp. Snyder and party returned on 
Saturday from a trip over the new trail 
from Edmonton to Lesser Slave lake and on 
to Peace River. He left Peace River Cross- 
ing on July 2nd and Slave lake on Thursday, 
July 7th, Chalmers’ road cutting party 
was within fif ced miles of Slave lake post 
on the 7th and expected to get through by 
Saturday, the 16th. Oo the way in Mr. 
Snyder followed Chalmers’ trail from 
Drift Pile river, 25 mi'es from Slave lake 
narrows, bringing back from that point the 
carts which he had taken out. He met J. 
Hi. Ross, of the Northwest government, and 
M. McCauley, M. L. A., on Tuesday evening 
at Deep Creek, about half way to Slave 
lake. They had then been nearly three 
days out trom Kdmonton and weuld need 
abont four more days to get through. .He 
met Legrandeur and Gray, traders of Peace 
river, uear the same place, four and a half 
days out from Edmonton with heavy team 
and wagon, but hghtly loaded. He met 
Dupont and railway survey party half way 
between the Pembina and the Athabasca; 
met Dibble and railway survey party a} the 
Vembina ; met McFee and Northwest gov- 
ernment exploring party this side of the 
Pembina, and also Phillip Tate, of: Edmon- 
ton, bound for Slave lake with teams and 
wagons. Five or six parties with carts and 
wagons were following Chalmers, and 
several other parties under the leadership 
of a man named Smith had branched from 
Chalmers’ trail at Drift Pile river and were 
following the pack trail in from that point 
als¢ with teams, cutting their own road. 
A Montana party with wagons was met on 
the north side of the Deer Mountain. They 
had had five horses poisoned, Mr. Snyder 
thinks by eating a poisonous weed. ow- 
ever, all but one seemed likely to recover. 
Several parties had lost horses in the same 
way. Capt. Worsely was on the ridge of 
Deer Mountain witha four horse team and 
about 3,000 pounds in the wagon, making 
good progress. A Chicago party which had 
been stuck on Deer Mountains since the 
snow left were being packed through by 
Shea and another, of Wetaskiwin, who had 
got through to Slave lake and came back 
for the purpose. Walker, of Calgary, was 
at Saulteaux river south of Deer Mountain 
and also Wood Lros., ef Pigeon Jake. A 
number of other small parties were met, all 
using wheels. 


— 


On the out trip Mr. Snyder left Edmon- 
ton on June Sth, reached Slave lake on June 
220d, and J’eace River on the 27th. He 
took four carts and horses, besides saddle 


horses, and about 500 pounds of load te the 
cert, The party were: Insp. Snyder, 
Const. McClellan, F. Daignault, interpreter, 
and H. Edmiston, who went on a pleasure 

trip. The roac from Edmonton to the 
Pembia was good. The crossing of that 


river was a’so good and the road has been | 


shortened several miles at this point. The 
ferry runs well. Between the Pembina and 
the Athabasca is the Paddle river—fordable 
—with pretty steep banks. The country is 
well timbered and the road has been work- 
ed into bad holes in many places. In one 
place a fire has been running in a spruce 
swamp, and the treesare falling from time 
to time and have to be cut out of the trail. 
The Athabasca ferry is excellent and the 
hills are not bad. Beyond the Athabasca 
the road is entirely new, and is very fair to 
the foot of Deer Mountain. Deep Creek, 
20 miles out from the Athabasca, is easily 
forded, and is followed for about twenty 
miles beyond the ford. Fifteen miles 
further on Vermillion Creek is crossed, also 
by a good ford. Seven miles further 
Saulteanx Creek. The road is fairly good 
with plenty of feed for stock to a point 
about seven muilcs beyond Saulteaux river 
where the rise of Deer Mountain commences. 
The rise up the movniain is long and not 
very steep, but the timber grew thiekly 
and the trail is yet very stumpy, making 
travel very diflicult. The ascent of the 
mountain is about 12 miles. The descent 
on the northerly side of the mountain is 
very much steeper, into the valley: of the 
Swan river. The distance from the top of 
the ridge to the river is about sixteen 
miles. Some side cutting has been done on 
the way down this incline which will have 
to be improved. Grass is very scarce on 
both sides of Deer Mountain, practically 
from Saulteanx Creek to Swan River, 35 
miles, The Swan river isa small steam in 
low water, but flows in a wide gravel bed 
which indicates a great rise at times. The 
indians say that the Swan river rises 
very quickly from rains and subsides as 
quickly.

TWO MEN DROWNED. 


The reported drowning of the two Church 
brothers mentioned in last issue, has been 
confirmed, but the accident took place at 
the Athabasca crossing cf the Jasper House 
trail, not on the Slave lake trai! as_report- 
ed. A party of four, three of them 
named Church, and one named Luxton left 
Edmonton in the latter end of May with a 
| pack outfit of some 24 head of horses bound 
for the upper waters of Smoky river, the 
principal tributary of the Peace east of the 
mountains. At the peint at which the 
Athabasca is crossed to strike off from the 
Jasper trail to Smoky river the Athabasca 
narrows from 300 yards to 150, making a 
short swit for horses, but very deep and 
swift current. Two of the Church’s waded 
into the water in the effort to get their 
horses to swim. One got out of his depth 
and called to the other who, followed him. 
Both were swept out of sight at once 
and were never seenagain. The accident 
occurred abont Jane 15th. The two men, 
who were drowned had been ranching at 
Sheep Creek, south of Calgary, for some 
years and were the experienced men of the 
party. Luxton and the remaining Church 
brother were only recently from England. 
They were unable to recover the bodies and 
decided to abandon the expedition. They 
disposed of their supplies to a trapper 
named Swift and returned te Edmonton on 
Tuesday last.

On reaching Swan river on the way out, 
the wagon trail not having been cut much | 
further at that time, Glen. Campbell and | 
party from Dauphin, Man., decided to 
follow the valley of the river to the lake 
shore and then the shore of the lake to the 
west end, rather than wait for the trail to 
be cut out. Campbell and party got 
through with travoix, and reached Slave 
lake poston the same day as Mr. Snyder. 
Other parties with carts followed Campbell 
and others again with wagons followed 
them. Ail these have reached Slave lake 
post by this route before Mr. Snyder re- | 
turned from Teace River, This route is 
about forty miles longer than the direct 
trail wall be when completed. 

Beyond Swan river rises the House Moun. 
tain. Before reaching it the House 
Mountain Creek, (the north branch of the 
Swan river, and avery similar stream), is 
crossed. The wagon trail was Only cut to 
this point when Mr. Snyder reached it on 
the wey out. He therefore left his carts 
there and went on by the old pack trail 
with his horses packed. The trail passes to 
the north side of House Mountain. Al- 
though there is more grass fer horses from 
Swan river to Slave lake post than on the 
Deer Mountain, there is not as much as to 
the south of Deer Mountain. 


From House Mountain Creek to Drift 
Pile river is about 25 miles. The Wagon 
trail was completed past that river before 
Mr. Snyder’s return from Peace River. He 
had his carts broaght on from where he had 
left them at House Mountain Creek and 
used two of them all the way in from Drift 
Pile river.

The trailis not 
particularly difficult from Swan river to 
Slave lake Taken all through the trail 
can be travelled with wagons with half 
loads. Mr. Snyder thinks wagons are 
bstter than carts for use on it. 

The old trail from Lesser Slave lake to 
Peace River Crossing is good in dry weather 
but fell of pitch holes, and would’ be very 
bad in wet weather. There are no bad 
hills on it, except the long one going down 
into the Peace valley.
